Health Officer's Report for 
September. 


‘Daring September there bas been 
remarkable absence of the ordinary 
infectious diseases; the prevalence of 
summer bowel troubles due to un- 
wholesome food dieappeared with the fall 
in tomperatare. 

Five plagae rate were found during 
the month and in this connexion 
special attention is drawn to the vital 
importance of Keeping godowns and 
storehouses of all kinds free from rate 
‘as long as plague threatens. It is 
‘obvions that such places, containing 
quantities of edible material, togetber 
with excellent nesting accommodation 
mast form attractive quarters for rate 
and in the event of apy of these animals 
becoming plague-infected, the disease 
would rapidly spread either by the 
infected rats wandering to the adjacent 
district, or dying inside bales and boxes 
destined for distribution in the interior 
and elsewhere, or by the coolies hand- 
ing the cargo becoming infected and 
carrying the disease to theirhomes. It 
will thos be seen that one infected 
godown may be the means of widespread 
infection without anything to indicate 
this until the miccbief is far advanced 
‘and beyond control. Even if early 








snusually 
godown rate, yet a very difficult problem 
presents itself inasmuch as the enormous 
quantity, perishable nature, and great 
valne of many godown contents preclude 
all possibility of anything lik 
disinfection. ‘The above is no iwagivary 
pictore but on exact description of the 
method by which this deadly diseare 
has actually spread through other large 





cities and thence along the trade roates |

pecessity for preventing warchonses of 
all kinds becoming infested with rats is 
at once apparent.
